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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art fails to teach the claimed invention alone or in a combination. 

The invention as claimed is a method for non-visually displaying multi-part information 
page containing two or more spatially located areas of separate content comprising 
maintaining a non-visual abstract representation with non visual display coordinates 
comprising boundary coordinates associated with tactile feedback and content 
coordinates associated with auditory feedback. The invention receives input position 
coordinates and maps it with non-visual display coordinates to generate tactile and 
auditory outputs. 

The cited prior art in general teaches non-visual display of information and generating 
tactile and auditory outputs. However it fails to specifically teach the claimed method of 
mapping the coordinates with non-visual display coordinates. Therefore the invention as 
claimed is allowable over the cited prior art.
